pearance of Liberty, when Men with Impunity vent 
whatever comes inro their Heads, on the higheft Af- 
fairs of State; and take upan them to fuppofe, that 
every Man in Great Britain is a Gt Judge of all its 
Concerns, except fuch as are admitted to his Majefty’s 
Council, Ose wotild hardly thiok, thet Men a@u- 
ally enflav’d, ot on the Brink of it, fhould not only 
charge their Governors with Cotruprion, without any 
Grounds, but afterwards, without —e all the 
harth things {aid on thie Chatge, confefs it falfe, and 
yet come and fay— Tho’ your Rulers are nor, as we 
affirm’d, bufy in 2 ou, yet depend upon ir 
they are doing fomethi worfe. A Stranger who 
heard this Difcourfe, inftead of fuppofing fuch a Peo- 
ple not to be free, would readily concinde them mad. 
However, this beyond Contradiction is our Cafe, and 
every body will allow it, except fuch as prove it true, 
by afferting it to be falfe. 

Ia the fame Manner might one reafon on Corrup- 
tion. Bor either the Clamour sbout ic is faife, or 
chefe Atrornies for the People, as they flile them, 
would be able to give dire Tofhances, fo as to pu’ 
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the thing out of Difpute. To call the fame Meafares 
legal Application in one Party, acd intameous Cor- 
ruption in the other, fs to rail without Senfe or Shame, 
but can convince no Man. All the arch Paragraphs, 
which coft Capt. Vinegar’s Man fuch Troub ¢, arc ab- 
folute Inventions ; ond if he was to tell his Readers 
no Stories but fach as actually came to his Ears, they 
would not read his Billingſgate Paper wich Parience. 
But are thefe Arte reconconcileable, I will sot fay 
with Patriotifir, but with common Honefly ? Or thail 
we doubr, that a Faction capable of maintaining, ca- 
refling, and applauding a Sower of {editious Stories, 
is more upright in its other Mcafures: If we do, we 
fscrifice our Underftandings, and become plainly chat 
Sort of Tools without which Knav-s can never work. 
All this is plain and praétical, no Fable, no Allegory ; 
Tdon’t wat to tura your Brains, in order to pick 
your Pockets. I leave thac to thofe who call me 
Rogue, Rafcal, Metcenary, and what not! Let them 
preach Parriorifm and pr-ctife Corrup ion ; ‘is Work 
cnough for me fo tell you the Truth, and co give you 
the Evidenc:, I can tell you the whole Truth and 
nothing bur rhe Truth. 

It once a Friend to the Adminifiration fhould di. 
grefs into this Sore of Scandal, and arraign any of our 
Puritans in Politicks for Crimes he couid not prove, 
what Leétures fhould we bear againft the crying Sins 
of Calumny and Detraétion? Nay, when things as 
clear as Day-light, as notorious aa they were wicked, 
were bur hinted at by unlicenfed Writers, that ie, 
fuch as were not of the Party, whatan Oatcry did 
they fet up? If in Behaviour of rhia kind lies thar, 
wondrous Merit thefe People boeft of, oughe we tu 
envy them, or be at all moved, when treated as 
Blockheads tor want of this Sor: ot Vivaciry ? To the 
Papers writren againft them may the Miniftry appeal, 
againft all the harges they exbibir, Dothey fay 
the People have no Freedom? Read che Champion, it 
is full ot Licentioufnefs. Do they complain of the

Read even the Craftfman’s extenuated Account of 
what Hainnus baafutter'd from this Employers, and 
yeu muft confefs ic is fafer to cffend the Mioifiry than 
to ferve the Faétion. In fine, do they rave about ill 
Words, bafe Suggeftions, or grour diefs Infinua'ions ? 
Turn ever their Volumes, and fay if they do not ralk 
in their Sleep of what employs them when awake. 
Thus their own Lucubrations are fufhicient for their 
ConviGion, even if the Gazetteer is filenr. 

The Scafon of the Year, and the prejent Situation 
of Things, will for the fucure require more ferious
